If some capital- 
ist would build rows of dwellings at va- 
rious points in the ward be would soon 
Bnd tenants, and would realize a snug 
sum OD the investment. And what is 
true of the second ward may also be said 
with equal truth of the other wards. Va- 
cant houses are in great demand every- 
where In tbe city, indicating strongly that 
tbe population of Decatar is rapidly in- 
creasing every month, and those who 
have the capital to spare cannot invest it 
more advantageously than in tenement: 
property. 


PBOSPECTIVC RZSIDBNCH. 


In the statements made of Decalur's big 


building boom but little has been said at tbe 
numerous residences of large and small pro- 
portions that will be put up In different parti 
of the olty during the coming summer and 
fall. The writer la the limited time allotted 
had all be could do to Jot down short para- 
rraphs.of the visible boom without reference 
to the near future. In the Fifth Ward this 
summer Innumerable new frame tenement 
houses will be built, and many • mechanic and 
laboring man will build himself a home. Re- 
siding on Calhoun snd Jefferson street* are a 
large number of Germans, Just landed from 
toe Paderlaud. They still wear tbe old coun- 
try costumes. Three end four families live in 
each of the three aouses, and It Is no unoom- 
mon thing to see the women out in the lots 
with spades in band making garden and doing 
other heavy work wblcb American women 
usually assign to tbe sterner sex. Those who 
pretend to know say that these newly arrived 
Germans and others that are expected, have 
considerable cash, and as most of thenr-wlll 
locate In Decatur permanently they will build. 
houses for themselves In the Fifth Ward soon ' 
er or later. They cannot always live together 
like so many bees In a hive and retain their 
health, and they will therefore be foroed to 
buy, build, or rent dwelling houses. When tbe 
miners strike that vein of coal at the Decatur 
Shaft In June next, and Mr. Frorer establishes 
his several proposed manufacturing Interests 
in connection with the coal mining enterprise 
there will be » sudden and largely Increased 
demand for tenement bouses In the Fifth 
Ward, because tbe population of that section 
of the city will be augmented considerably— 
fully 1001amillei at tbe least calculation.
